■Probable That It Will Continue 
S e v e r a 
Weeks. 
San Tran cisco, June 26.—President 
Small cf the Commercial Telegraphers’ 
furler ant ealed directly to Clarence 
Mackay, head of the Postal Telegraph 
com; any. 
Mr. Small wrote a letter 
directed to offset the one written by 
Mr. Mackay to the officiate of the Pos­ 
tal company, in which Mackay com­ 
mended the operators who refused to 
go out and condemned the men who 
struck. 
President Mackay and the of­ 
ficials of his company enjoyed the 
esteem of the telegraphers, who said 
they hoped Small's exposition of the 
case from the standpoint of employes 
will be productive of peace. 
A possible step toward a settlement 
was made by the striking operators 
appointing a conference committee of 
seven members, including President 
Small, with a view' of opening negotia 
tions with the Western Union and Pos­ 
tal Telegraph companies. 
Altogether 
the powers of the committee were not 
announced, following the appointment, 
it is though the committee will be 
clothed with authority to arrange a 
basis for settlement. 
The operators declare the companies 
seriously crippled and must ultimately 
vipld to their demands for 25 per cent 
increase in wages. It is conceded gen­ 
erally the strike is likely to continue 
for several weeks and the possibility 
of extending the strike Is- also admit­ 
ted. 
Officials of both companies de­ 
clared they are handling expeditiously 
all business that comes to them.

I n f e s t i n g 
D o cu m e n t R e lativ e 
to the Fleecy Staple.

Atlanta. June 26.—President Hurvio 
jordan of the Southern Cotton asso­ 
ciation, who has returned from a tour 
ef Europe In the interests of the cot­ 
ton growers of the south, gave out the 
text of a letter to the president of the 
New York Cotton Exchange, which 
was published In New York Tuesday 
In this letter he says: 
“I was Informed by prom inent cot 
ton factors and brokers of Liverpool 
that a shipment of 9,000 bales American 
cotton In one lot would soon leave I.Iv- 
erpol for New York to be tendered on 
July contracts, sold through the New 
York Cotton Exchange; further, that j 
the bulk of this shipm ent of 9 OOO halest ] 
sent back to America was cotton which 
had been tendered on the Liverpool 
exchange and refused by the arbltra 
Hem com m ittee on account of Its be­ 
ing too Tow a grade to meet, the mini­ 
mum requirem ent of the Liverpool con­ 
tract. 
I was shown the sam ples of a 
portion of the grades of this special 
lot of 9,000 hales, and was Informed 
th at Burh cotton was regarded as the 
refuse of the Louisville m arket. 
As 
I understand It. the rules of the Liver­ 
pool and New York Cotton Exchanges, 
as to the tender of grades on contract 
are practically the same, and that noth­ 
ing below ‘good ordinary w hite’ is ten­ 
derable in either m arket. 
If the re 
lections of the Liverpool Cotton Ex­ 
change are a legal tender under the 
rules and regulations of your exchange 
then the New York Cotton Exchange 
must be the lowest In the woHd, or 
else not fairly and honestly a d m its 
tered. 
“There appeared to be no secret or 
attem pt a t concealm ent In Liverpool 
as to this special 
shipment 
of low 
grade cotton, and they seemed to take 
It as a m atter of fact that New York 
was the best place to get rid of such 
refuse cotton at a profit. 
“It cannot be denied, and this m atter 
I wish to urge upon you. that the no­ 
torious accum ulations of the world's 
refuse cotton In New York, where It is 
recognized and received as legal ten 
der against contracts, means the exist 
ence and perpetuity of a depressing in 
fluence upon the price of spot cotton 
In the south, which no true American 
citizen should stand for. 
“The* criticism s of the New York 
Cotton Exchange, its methods and tran 
saction of the cotton interests abroad 
not only injure the usefulness of your 
exchange for the safe conduct of bus! 
ness, but they also Injure tho entire 
spot cotton Interest of America." 
In concluding, Mr. Jordan appeals 
to the president of the New York Cot 
ton Exchange to check the delivery' 
of cotton refuse scraped up in foreign 
m arkets and enforce the rules of the 
New York exchange for the safeguard 
ing of American interests.
